Qualification  for  the  Ministry. 

It  needs  no  argument  to  prove  that  the 
head  of  the  church  raised  no  educational 
standard  for  the  ministry.  Men  have  done 
that,  and  may  not  the  emphasis  now  placed 
Upon  the  supposed  necessity  of  a'collegiate 
education  after  ordination,  as  a qualification 
for  the  pulpit  and  pastorate,  have  influenced 
and  may  influence  churches  and  councils  to 
defer  the  ordina1  ion  of  young  ministers  until 
the  necessary  educational  qualification  has 
hern  obtained. 

Is  it  Dot  a fact  that  the  idea  is  growing  among 
our  people  that  a collegiate  educational  quali- 
fication after  ordination  is  necessary  to  render 
a minister  acceptable  and  his  preaching  and 
work  a success?  Have  not  some  young  min- 
isters been  kept  from  ordination  unlil  they 
had  at’eoded  college  for  awhile  ? If  so,  why 
he  so  critical  concerning  the  act  of  the  church 
and  council  in  deferring  the  ordination  of 
young  Brother  Varnado  to  the  ministry,  upon 
educational  grounds?  Why  not  be  as  con- 
demnatory upon  any  aud  every  act  of  like 
character?  The  whole  thing  is  anti  scrip-%" 
ttral. 

I suppose  that  no  one  who  is  acquainted 
With  the  wri'er,  will  qurstion  his  attitude  oti 
t£e  subject  of  Ministerial  Education,  for  he 
favor-  it  m >st  heartily,  whither  it  be  obtained 
in  a cdlege,  or  university,  or  country  school, 
dr  by  the  light  of  a pine  knot  fire,  but  he 
Would  sound  p note  of  caution,  that  we 
tybould  not  cultivate  the  idea  that,  while  a 
Collegiate  education  is  no'  a qualification  for 
ordinttion,  it  is  nevertheless  a qualification 
for  the  ministry,  if  the  minister  is  acceptable 
and  his  preaching  and  work  a success. 

, I believe  that  some  ministers  ought  to 
aftend  college  and  that  some  ought  not. 


That  the  leadings  of  divine  Providence  should 
settle  the  question.  That  some  ministers  will 
accomplish  as  much  for  God  and  for  humanity 
without  a collegiate  education  as  with  it. 
This  has  been  t?ue  beyond  question,. not  only 
in  apostolic  times,  but  since,  and  uow,  and  so 
will  it  ever  be.  It’s  the  Lord's  doing,  even 
if  it  is  marvelous  in  our  eyes. 

Appropos  of  the  subject,  I recall  a conver- 
sation between  Bro.  D.  I.  ^Purser,  of  blessed 
memory,  and  the  v/riter,  a short  time  before 
Purser's  death.  It  was  upon  the  then  grow- 
ing evil  among  some  of  our  city  and  town 
churches  as  discovered  in  their  idea  that  a 
minister  was  not  qualified  to  occupy  the  pul- 
pit nor  fill  the  pastorate  for  them,  unless  he 
had  atteuded  the  Seminary  at  Louisville,  Ky. , 
another  indispensable  qualification,  Bro. 
Purser  and  I took  comfort  from  the  be- 
lief that  that  wonderfal  1641  discovery  which 
had  just  originated  in  the  Seminary,  was  a 
blessing  in  disguise  That  it  would  serve  to 
dim  the  unsanctified  gaze  of  some  church’s 
upon  our  Seminary  and  cause  them  to  look 
in  another  and  more  scriptural  direction,  in 
the  direction  of  God  the  Holy  Spirit,  for  guid- 
ance in  the  call  of  pastors. 

I favor  our  Seminary  most  heartily,  and  be- 
lieve that  some  of  our  young  ministers  ought 
to  attend  it,  and  that  some  ought  not,  and 
that  God  will  use  the  one  as  well  as  the  other 
in  accomplishing  His  purposes. 

In  conclusion,  since  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church  raised  no  educational  standard  for  , 
His  ministers,  let  us  not  do  so,  but  keep  to 
the  divine  plan,  embracing  the  following 
qualifications: 

1.  Regeneration. 

2.  Baptism  an<J  membership  in  a local  vis- 
ible church. 

* 

3.  A divine  call  to  the  ministry. 

He  who  possesses  these  ought  to  bo  or- 
dained to  the  work  whereunto  the  Lord  hath 
called  him  The  question  of  education 
should  not  enter  into  the  matter  in  the  least, 
for  G >d  does  not  put  it  there.  The  question 
of  self-preparation  follows,  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  every  minister  to  prepare  himself  as  best  he 
can  for  the  great  work  bef  >re  him.

The  large  gif  s of  the  charitably  disposed 
bave'been  directed  to  the  supplying  of  the 
temporal  wants  of  the  distreised.  Much  has 
been  done  in  that  way,  but  very  little  in  the 
way  of  caring  for  the  religions  interests  of  the 
s orth-swept  section.  This  ty  now  an  import- 
ant and  urgent  necessity.

Who  learned 
this  committee  all  that  they  know  about  Bap- 
tists, and  Peter  and  John  were  unlearned  and 
ignorant  men.  Acts.  4:13.  And  as. far  as  we 
know,  there  wasu't  any  of  the  apostles  that 
had  a good  education  except  Paul,  and  he 
said  that  he  was  determined  not  to  know 
an>  thing  among  you,  save  Jesus  Christ,  and 
him  crucified,  that  was  to  the  church.  1 Cor. 
2:2.  And  his  speech  and  his  preaching  was 
not  with  enticing  words  of  man's  wisdom.  1 
Cor.  2:4.  But  Bro.  Varnado  must  be  educa- 
ted in  the  wisdom  of  man  before  he  can  preach 
the  gospel  of  the  Son  ot  God.

Then  you  are  npt  pre- 
pared t»  sympathize  .with  multitudes  of  your 
good  brethern  in  the  ministry. 

Promptness  is  the  thing  needed  on,  the  part 
of  our^churches  in  paying  their  pastors.  It 
is  much  better  for  the  churches  to  borrow  the 
money  and  pay  them  monthly,  if  the  Collec- 
tions for  the  month  is-not  quite  enough  to  pay 
it,  than  for  the  pastors  to  have  it  to  do.  We 
do  know  that  a paid-up  pastor  can  pnach 
better  than  one  that  is  not  paid  up,  and  the 
churches  are  in  their  own  light  when  they  do 
not  take  advantage  of  this  fact. 

We  do-know  that  some  of  our  preachers  do 
not  get  much  of  their  salary  until  near  the 
close  of  the  year,  when  they  need  it  all:  along 
through  the  year,  and  some  of  the  brethren 
are  abundantly  able  to  pay  them  in  advance. 

It  w'ill  not  do  to  say  thgt  it  is  the  pastor’s- 
fanlt,  when  he  goes  unpaijd,  for  we  happen  to 
know  that  some  of  the  best  pastors  and 
preachers  in  the  State  have  suffered  the  great 
inconvenience  of  an  unpaid  salary  kt  the 
hands  of  some  of  our  best!  churches.  But  it
